This institution oires its existence to the munificcaice of 
Stephen G. Went\N'ortb. Deaidng to do something tax nude 

ediiratinn in Lexington and vioinity, an<l. at tlio Fwimo timo, 
io en'fL a monument U) tlit; memt)ry of his s<»n. William 
WentAVortli, who fell asleep in tlie fnll enjoyment of Die 
Christian's hope, ou May V2, 1879, he decided to esUihlish a 
High School or Academy. For this purpose he purchased the 
nsoessarypropoElir^ajfid tlie school, under the prasent name, 
WHS opened in Septmniber of 1880< The duucter was seooted 
April 18, 1881, since which time expression has been given to 
ibe generosity of the ftmndcr in libernl donations as the needs 
of tlie school have suggested. By Hits nieims and through the 
warm support of th(^ trustoes, and the kind syinpatliy of 
patrons and friends, tlie l<»achers have hfeu aMe to establish 
the school in the coiiildMiu-M of tlie pemih-. and Wentwoilh 
Male Academy is now ouu of liic permaueul institutions of 
Leadngfam. 

The social and monl influences of Ledngton and its 
x^tatiaB as an educational center aie too well known to re- 
qolie special comment.

It has 
l>een our desire to center the iiitercf^ts of the people of 
Lufuyetle Coiuily uiK)n ihe wiliool In't'ore tninj? to rem h 
into other districts, in order thai our facilities miLCht gi-ow 
and kei>p pace with our patronage. Very little lias, conae^ 
quently, been done for the poipoae of bnugiug the school 
into the noUoe of » even tlie adjacent oounttee; atUl vn 
know from letters of inquiry, and applications for eata- 
lo^nieH that the School is l>ecomiiig known throughout a 
w ider repinn ever,' day. This remarkable growth li,\s sur- 
l'asse<l (Mir must anient expectations, and shows tlie 
iieetj of a scln»o! (tf this eharaclcr in this part of the statf. 

Twii pni)iis only have ^joiuMn rullc^e after linisliiny witii 
us. anil we can pi»iul with pride to tin- n-c(>nl> they are now 
niakuin. Tiiere hM been a steady advance not only iu bcUol- 
arship, but also in discipline. We admit wittiout 
beeitation that we have had eases of conection and 
Bone of the troobleB tiiat neoeaaatily attend all school 
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work, Iml we cau cnnsTiitiilatp (uirst'lves upon (lie fad 
that, in |>ro)>()rlion Ui Uw nnnjlicr, have IijkI during; llio 
past year far Khh discourdgf uu'nt in this direction than we 
had during the lirst year of the school's history. We, there- 
foie, coDclude thst not only ftom a munedctU point of view, 
tmt, also, with reference to intaUeetnal and ntiOTi^ progress

The MilitazyfeatorBhas been ksptinasobordinatepoeitioQ, 
as was intended when it was Introduced, and it wiil continue 
to be med In siich a way as to derive from it tho needed physical 
training and whatovor disriplinan* advantajje it may afford, 

nnd not in such a way as td indnre the i)uiiil to take more 
interest in it tliaii in the nu-nlal ami in iial parts of liis (>;lu< a- 
tion. This is the order which we believe should be observed 
in all tme education:— 1st, Moral: 2d, Mental; 3d, Physical. 

In oixier to stimulate the principle of sdf-govemment and 
at tbe same time supplement the work of regular elocutionary 
training, a literary society, together with a libcBiy, has hem 
established, over whidi the boys themselTes preside, but all 
under the snperrision of the teachers, one of whom is always 
present. What has been acc'om|)Iished by tins addition to the . 
sehool. aided by tlie instruction of a special Icacher of elocu- 
tion, many and cnnipcteat wiLnesse:^ have testifiocL after being 
present at our last clDsiii'^: exci'cisj's. 

Many friends will re<rrcl to U arn tliat l*rof. D. \V. Fleet 
has resif^iefl his position ill the School. Having found the 
couliuemeut of leaeliinti; too tryini;, he has decided toalxmdon 
tbe woric We are glad to state, however, that Prof. Geo. M. 
Thomas, of Maryland, a distinguished graduate of the Yir- 
ghiia MSitRiry Institute, has accepted the position. Ptof. 
!Diottas spent four years at a preparatory military sehool 
before goinii; to tlie Institute, where he spent three years more. 
Since his graduation he has been constantly engaged in teach- 
ing.
